And ig one excludes the Canadian and overseas 
members, who cannot receive bulk mace in any case and theregore have a Lesser 
Stake én any changes, the response is mone than 40%, 


White it may be a bit discouraging that two-thirds of the members did not 
bother to make their views know, T betiove T have a sufficient basis or 
making decisions, and have made Several. 14 anybody who déd not return a 
questionnaire doesn't Like these decisions, that is, as the man said, tough, 


First, we with get the relatively easy decisions out of the way. 


Membership Cards. Only 19% said "yes," 208 said "no,” and 57% didn't 
care, Tn view of this, I see no reason to go to the trouble and expense of 
printing them. So, no cards. (Where, as above, percentages do not add up to 


100, that is due to rounding on to faéfure of some people to answer ate the 
questions.) 


Discounts for the Retired. Favored by 22%; 79% either opposed on did not 
cane. Some of the opposition was, shale we say, positive in tone, the burden 
of this being that many people who are "aetined” are far better off financialty 
than many who aren't. This is true, and in this Club we are dealing with 
people who pergorce must be somewhere above the poverty Level, at Least. Ten 
percent would quatigy for such a discount, but of that number hal{ were opposed 
to it, feeling they should pay the same as everyone else. ALL of this, plus 
the added administrative complexity, Leads me to conckude there wilt be no 
discount for anyone merely because he is "retired" on over a certain age.

Sadty, in attempting to continuatty replace or patch things when they needed 
attention, I finally came to the breaking point. That's probably the most 
depressing thing about the human body. When we get old it's patch, patch, patch 
with no hope to get a totak restoration. (I Row a gow wives who woutd gtadty 
trade in a 50-year-old gor to 25-year-olds.) [Not mine, I hope!-Ed.] 


T found agter a year of maintenance telltale signs on the frame, gireuntl, 
steering column, and especiatty the rear bell housing mount on the driver's side 
(whéch was atmost smashed gat) that showed the car had been smacked hard on 
that side, and whoever repaired the damage wasn't one of Bile Harrah's alumni. 


So where to find a new frame? Well as tuck [on misfortune, depending on what 
side of the anecdote you're on) would have ét, a grcend in’ our CHVA car club 
had a '38 41 Sedan with 60 thousand miles on it sitting in his garage under a 
family room. Evidently some house wiring shorted out and that whole wing became 
an inferno. The car's door handées mekted and no upholstery, wiring, glass, 
paint on tines escaped the heat.

Mégawd, don't 1 Look Learned in this? 1 got on a plane a gew months 
ago, and my seat-mate was sure I was a Professor at Ohio State; when I toed 
him the truth, he Lost interest. Too bad for him. "Learned" and "smant” 
ane not necessarity the same.) 


I saved writing this part for Last, and now T have writer's cramp and 
brainblock, 40 my Life story witt pave to wait for the boyhood reminiscences 
and meat Loaf recipes (remember that?). When I moved to Ohio from East of 
the Aekeghenies, T found that Independence Day (the Fouxth of Juty, that <s) 
ds big stugf here, and in Worthington Hills it is very big stuff: parade, 
explosives, public drunkenness, etc., etc. I was Forced to sugfer great 
indignity playing Uncte Sam in one parade, opposite the former Ohio Attorney 
General dressed as the American Taxpayer, ina barrel. 1 hit him over the 
head with a huge mattet, repeatedty. This awful tableaux wns witnessed by 
Several senion officers of my employer, inckuding the president and two vice~ 
chainmen, 1 have not Lived it down to this day. (1 had to be Uncle Sam 
because 1 was the only guy the rented costume would git: afl other men of 
Sufficcent heéght were of more-than-sus ficient girth.) 


T thereupon decided: never again. How to get out of the parade? T 
saw an ad én the Local paper for a 1937 Buick. Suddenty, até became clear! 
Not out of the parade, but in ét with a perfect excuse and shietd: "sorry, T 
have to drive my antique car.” 1 atways wanted one angeay, and a '37 Buick 
4s a great automobite. So T bought the car, soéd my collection of waterfowl 
decoys, found out about Dave Lewis, and here T am. 
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CONTACT CEENT. 1 have heard some reports of failure of rubber running 
board cover applications with contact cement. while there may be debate on 
the nefative merits of the rubber covers [such as sold by Lynn Steete) versus 
other forms of restoration, there is in my view no reason why contact coment 
Should fail, 44 the right product is correctly applied, 1 have used contact 
coment success fully (and unsuccessfully) for many years on various kinds of 
projects and materials. The golLowing is based on my experience. First: 
there are two forms of the cement, solvent-based and water-based. The water- 
based form is sold as a "non-toxic" product; the solvent-based form has a 
e" base (propyl acetate; methyl ethyl ketone, etc.). Do not use 
yased form: it is too weak. Second: follow the directions and 
put enough on. Both surfaces to be joined must have a unigorm glossy Look 
with minimum ox no voids. One coat, in my experience, Zs never enough; it 
usuatty takes three. Third: follow the directions as to timing; you must 
joa parts during the "window" between too Little cure time and too much. 
join carefully. Start with one straight edge and, using a helper if 
necessary to hold the cover away from the cone, press into’ place gradually, 
movéng up a few inches at a time. You can use’ wrapping paper between the 
parts, having your helper publ it graduatly out of the way. Neither part wile 
stick to the paper. (If paper sticks to cured cement, it hasn't cured Long 
enough.) Fégth: agter the cover and core are completely joined, appl 

essure. You can use a rotling pin and a smatker rolter, screw clamps or 
Gipthing else you can think 04, but try to apply as much pressue as possible, 
(In addétion to notkers, 1 whacked my covers 758 times with a "dead-blow" 
maktet.) You wit hear the cement stiching under the pressure. Ideatey, 
pressure should continue until no more sticking sounds are heard. Sixth: if 
you do get blistering Later (which indicates not enough cement was used), slit 
the beister carefully with a razor blade on super sharp knife through the 
rubber to the metak; then into each hal{ of the blister squirt something Like 
Weedwood Touch-'n-Glue (d.e. a sthong cement with a base similar to contact 
cement], press down, remove any excess and clamp or weight heavily or several 
hours. ‘Last but not Least: make sure you have plenty of ventilation (or use 
@ respirator) and no Less than 65 degrees F. 


DIE CAST OR "POT METAL" PARTS. Several peopte have asked for a necommenda- 
tion of (ams that doa good job on restoration and plating of "pot metat" door 
handles, trim, ete. By trying to grind out the pits, many platens simply ruin 
these parts. “Dave Lewis has suggested two very good firms or this kind of 
work: Master Plating (2109 Newton Avenue, San Déego, CA 92113; 714/232-3092) 
and Custom Chrome Plating, Inc, (963 Mechanic St., Box 125, Gragton, OH 
44044; 216/926-3116). Be prepared to pay: high quatity work of this kind is 
not cheap. Members’ experiences with pot metal restoration are solicited. 
Tneidentakey (or maybe not so incidentatly), even the best plating on pot metat 
will probably not Last forever. The pits are caused from within because the 
alloy is not permanently stable and inert, and is very gradually disintegrating, 
gévéng off gases in the process. Two hundred years hence there may be no 1930"S 
pot metal Left, no matter what we do to preserve it, Discouraging, ain't it?

Top up the expansion 
tank as necessary.

A common cause 44 useing a water (most of us 
have in our homes) that has a high Lime content. If you Lot this water dry quickly in the 
Sun, You with get stains that seem impossible to remove. The condition is further aggravat 
4g youn finish does not have a good wax job to protect the sinish. About 90% of these stal 
can be removed with a Rubbing Compound and a Busser. Simple washing with not..1 caution 
you that 4 you are not trained én the use of a Bugger and Compounds, you wikl damage your 
paint, by rubbing thru to the primers. This is especially true on the new Factory paints 
that are Baked on and VERY THIN. Have a progessional check your paint and proceed on their 
advice, This problem can be avoided by washing you car when the metal is Cool and in a 
shaded area. You should atso keep your car Waxed and rinsed sree of road dint and gitn at 
AEE tines. This type of staining is on just about at£ car finishes, but we onty notice tho 
On our cans because were paying a Lot closer attention to them than our everyday card.

A ~ Yess as indicated several issues back, Special and Century gront genders 
ane different, both sidemount and plain genders. The sidemount covers are 
different sizes fo accommodate the different size wheels and tines, (See 
question above. Thés cs the case for each series, including the barge 
fans as well, Except for a few parts that (xt both £0 and 90 series cars, 
there is mo Unterchangeabitity of sidemount hardware items anong series, 
although most items will git both '37 and ‘38. Fon example, the '37 40 
Series covers would 4t a "38 40 series, but nothing else. For some 
reason, the §0 and 90 serées dad not have the "BUICK" emblem on the 
covers’ oniginatly, but in many cases these were attached Later. 


Q How does one polish and preseave Chrome Die Cast parts such as Door Handtes 
and eapeciably the Grdtlst 


Ay To my knowtedge there is ne way to presenve the Chrome 4inish on Die Cast Parte. 
The problem with die cast is Taapped Gasses inside the metal. When these gasses 
ane Aeleased over time, they produce bubbles on the surface which blisters the 
chrome, There are diéjgerent qualities of Die Cast and a tot of the Low quatity 
was used in early production Autos. They axe very difficult, and expensive to 
have these holes repaired and reptated, Even agter having then repaired, you 
can have the sane problem occur as the problem comes from inside the metal rather 
than on the surface.

0; How do you catibrate the Detco Chokes on our Buicks? I understand there was a 
tool for this; a£so, a choke could be catibrated by useing another choke for 
the setting, Mavbe the Club could undertake 2 project of makeing this tool. T 
have never seen one, $0 1 don't know if this is possible on not. 


A; Setting the Chokes on 37/38 Sucks can be 2 reat chaltenge. They were difficult 
to set to say the feast, That is why most were converted fo manual chokes as most 
mechanics did not care to work on them. As to the tool, I seek the cost of such 
@ tool woukd be more than you could recover in safes. Assuming a person has the 
Skies to adjust an automatic choke on the Later year ears, you can adjust these 
older uncts very easidy. It is done by the "Touch System™,’ in other words, you 
must have the knowledge as to what tension the Buttersty must have, to make the 
Choke work property. Vou must remove the Carb and Choke srom the car. You can mount 
the assembly in a vise by the carb base, Leaving the choke attached, With the unit 
in a cold state and the choke drive cable attached, you simply geet the resistance 
the Buttersly has. It should of course be in the closed position at this point. 
Backing up fon just a minute..Vou first must make sure the choke you have is in 
top working condition begore this adjustment can be made. First remove the side 
inspection cover on the choke and make sure one or both of the return springs on 
‘the tuo pistons are not broken [comon on most) and that both pistons ane Free. 
Agter this ds completed your ready gor the adjustment. 

(On the bottom, agter the outer heat tube is removed, you wilt see a codt spring 
with an ablen head set screw. This Ls how you make the adjustment to the Butters 
‘on the Lop of the carb. Because of it's Location, you wil see any adjustment wor 
be impossible on the car. The smal adjustment on the side of the choke inspection 
caver oney makes minor seasonal adjustments for Leaner on Richness as the femperatures 
change. The (inst setting must be persormed 24 1 have outined above. Undess you 
have the basic skills needed to work on these undts T would suggest you remove the 
unit srom your car and have your Local garage set it for you. Since this is not 
a 1008 accurate means of adjustment, you might have to remove the unit grom the car 
moke than once to get Lt right. Of the severat I have done, the majon problem 1 
have had was broken parts internatly, rather than any adjustment problems. To my 
nowtedge, there are no parts available for these units. You then mist get into 
tearing several units apart to build one good one. 1 atso advise anyone purchasing 
a used unit, to check inside fon broken springs, before buying one.
